in this debate is the great prac- 
tical value of the space program 
already in operation.

. Hot Say 
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Ballot The Key 
To Negro Rights 


There are many Negro leaders, 
including the Reverend Martin 
Luther King, who: are coming 
around at last to believe that the 
ballot is the key to future pro- 
gress toward racial equality. 
There was a long time when 
these self-same leaders thought 
the Justice Department was put- 
ting too much emphasis on this 
phrase of the program, and was 
overlooking the, more obvious 
aspects. But the truth is, they 
can now see that politicians of 
the South are no different from 
those in other regions. They 
respect and fear the voters. If 
the Negroes haye the votes to 
cast, they have the power to 
drive from office thoSe  un- 
regenerate windbags who have 
for years fattened their ballot 
boxes with their segregation doc- 
trine. 

For a long time it seemed as 
though the ballot was a long way 
off for most Negroes. But now 
there are signs everywhere of a 
major breakthrough. Administra- 
tion civil-rights experts are con- 
vinced that Negroes are on the 
edge right now, and that in three 
years they will be so strong poli- 
tically, in the South, that the 
demagogues will have to stop 
preaching their doctrine of white 
supremacy. 

The signs are.many. In Macon 
County, Alabama, the Justice 
Department won a federal court 
order banning delay and. ob- 
struction by whites. Since then 
180 Negroes have registered, and 
670 are on the lists for early ae- 
tion. In Haywood County, Ten- 
nessee, the first Negro voters 
since the Civil War registered a 
year ago, after a Justice Depart- 
ment suit. Now there are 1,500 
registered. Landowners in that 
county who used strong economic 
repressive measures against régi- 
stered Negroes are now seeking 
a consent settlement suit, con- 
vined that they were wrong. 

The spearhead in this progress 
has been the legal work done by 
the Justice Department. The law 
has been effectively applied. In 
addition, white resistance to the 
Negro vote is slackening, as it is 
bound to in a cause that is moral- 
ly wrong. 

Finally, and probably the most 
powerful factor of all, is the 
developmentof new, young, edu- 
cated Negro leaders. We have 
said that the key to this progress 
is the ballot. But even more basic 
has been the education of tht 
Negro. That has gradually des- 
troyed the apathy toward voting, 


has developed pride of race and . 


a determination to take part in 
the affairs of the world. This 
young leadership among Negroes, 
while it has been fantastically 
successful in avoiding overt vio- 
lence, has been vigorous and 
articulate. It cannot de denied. 
And with sufficient votes to 
swing an election it will not be 
many years, before even the 
politicians of Mississippi and 
Alabama will be singing a differ- 
ent tune, to woo the Negro vote.

Latest big-mon?yv racketeers in 
Europe are the radio pirates, who 
eo far have been immune from 
the law. 


The radio pirate’s stock in 
trade is an old but seaworthy 
freighter, a strong radio trans- 
mitter with a good supply of 
raodern records, and an enchor- 
age outside the three-mile limit. 


He can set up business near 


any country which has only a_ 


State broadcasting service which 
Sans commercial advertising. 
f£uch countries are Sweden, Den- 
mark, Holland and France, 
among others. Newest s:adio 
pirate in the business is Radio 
Nord, operating from a German 
freighter near Stockholm. Busi- 
mess is brisk, with many big 
companies buying advertising 
time. 


Radio Nord’s owner is a Texas : 


millionaire, although he himself 
ia not aboard the freighter. 

Advertisers are pleased with 
xesults. Some companies have 
had as.many as 8,000 letters in 
a week following an advertise- 
ment over Radio Nord. 

Money is coming in so fast 
that another station is planned 
off Goteborg, Sweden, and one 
in the Mediterranean, off Mar- 
geilles, — 

The policy is simple: “Give 
‘em lowbrow stuff. All these 
Gate radios have got is cassical 
junk and lectures about ancient 
Greece.” 

The longest-in-business - radio 
pirate is Radio Mercur, anchored 
eff Copenhagen. Mercur started 
wvperations three years ago and 
ow brings in an annual profit 
of $750,000 for its Swiss owners. 

Every few months some Danish 
politician attacks Radio Mercur, 
but as the official Danisi news- 
paper sells its news service to 
the pirates nobody takes the crit- 
icisrns seriously. 

Mercur claims to have nearly 
400,000 listeners in Copenhagen 
end its suburbs, and advertisers’ 
results bear out this claim. — 

Under international law broad- 
casting from international waters 
is forbidden, but nothing serious 
has been done to put the pirates 
out of business, mainly because 
the programmes are so popular.

Bracelet Could 
Save Many Lives 


Each year, hundreds of epilep- 
tics and diabetics found uncon- 
scious by the police are tossed 
into jail as “drunks”; some dia- 
betics die there for lack of treat- 
ment. Thousands of people are al- 


tion can produce fatal shock — 
and thousands more would die 
if given an anti-tetanus injection. 
Yet penicillin and anti-tetanus 
are given routinely in the emer-~ 
gency treatment of accident vic- 
tims. 

To forestall the useless deaths 
which result from this state of 
affairs, Dr. Marion Collins, a 
Turlock, Calif. -surgeon, started 
a unique service five years ago 
called the Medic-Alert Founda- 
tion. For $5, this non-profit-group 
sends subscribers a silver brace- 
let or dogtag, with the interna- 
tionally known medical caduceus 
engraved in red on one cide and 
such warnings as “diabetic” on 
the other. The other day, Medic- 
Alert got a seal of approval from 
California’s director of public 
health. The bracelets, wrote Dr. 


Malcolm Merrill, “are a useful 
and practical approach to @ sig- 
nificant medical problem.” 5So 


far, more than 60,000 people wear 
them. 

Dr. Collins started Medic-Alert 
after his daughter nearly died 
from a reaction to anti-tetanus 
vaccine, and wears the Medig- 
Alert bracelet himself (he takes 
anti-coagulants, and is allergic 
to Demerol). “I think I can save 
more lives with Medic-Alert than 
I ever have or ever could in the 
operating room,” he said

Traveling Along 


A Little-Used Road 


With the summertime upon 
us, we like to wander around 
looking for imteresting things, 
and the other day we found a 
long street on which nobody 


. lives. They told us it was 16 


miles long, and seemed surprised 
we had passed that way, but we 
must have had the look of stout 
Cortez upon us, and the glow of 
discovery. You won't find this 
road on the lovely map of Maine 


. put out by our expensive high- 


way department. 


We had taken a ride up-state 
to Moosehead Lake country; 
with our lunch-kit along, just to 
see what the poor people do, 
and we came down into a town 
called Shirley Mills. Too many 
people, otherwise literate, have 
forgotten that Bill Nye was born 
in Shirley, Maine. Too many ne- 
giect him .as one of the stylists 
of American writing, one of our 
more original journalists, and in 
this handling of the tricks of the 
trade one of our greater humour- 
ists. Like Will Rogers, a good 
part of his material was topical 
and temporal, and lacked the 
carry-over qualities that keep 
Mark Twain in focus. Yet I have 
always felt Bill Nye was a better 
eraftsman, in some respects, than 
Mark Twain, and deserves more 
attention than he now gets. 


Born in Shirley, he early 
went west, and became the edi- 
tor in Laramie, Wyo., where 


perfectly typical Maine-isms of 


our backwoods won attention 
and attained some kind of repu- 
tation as “western humour.” 
Nye, who was never called “Bill” 
until Bret Harte penned the 
“Ballad of Truthful James,” once 
wrote some disparaging things 
about this little community 
where he was born. He said win- 
ter lingered in the lap of spring 
until it occasioned talk. He said 
it was much fun, after bugging 
potatoes all day, to take your 
girl for a sleigh ride at night. 


But Shirley. turned the tabies 
on its most famous son. Word 
came to Nye, deviously and with 
studied unconcern, that the town 
had erected a tablet on-the 
house where he had been born. 
It was suggested, but never 
stated specifically, that he had 
been quietly honoured in this 
way, and the town had taken 
prideful note of his accomplish-

ments. Touched, even elated at 
this, Nye discreetly wrote back 
to Shirley, and without exhibit- 
ing too much eagerness asked 
what the sign lately attached to 
his birthplace said. 


A letter came back promptly 
from the First Selectman of 
Shirley: The sign, he wrote, says, 
“Greenville—16 miles.” 

Another sign, today, in Shir- 
ley, says, “This Road Not Main- 
tained, Pass at Your Own Risk, 
State Highway Commission.” 


Such is the money - spending 
ambition of the modern highway 
department, particularly here in 
Maine, that our curiosity was 
piqued as to what road, today, 
would prove unworthy of public 
funds. We build roads for any- 
body and everybody, and when 
we get them finished we build 
parallel roads just in case. We 
have one place with so many 
parallel roads freedom of choice 
becomes a public issue, and a 
man lacking decision is licked. 
It suddenly seemed to us that 
the business of building parallel 
yvoads for folks -who don’t need 
them might be interesting in 
terms of a road that is no longer 
maintained: We think Bill Nye 
might have had something to say 
about this which would be sig- 
nificant. 

We found out that the sign- 
board is unreliable. The road is 
maintained, but not by the State 
Highway Department. Some of 
the paper mills give a liitle 

‘money to the timberland opera- 
tors, who do just enough work 
on the road to keep it useful 
for hauling pulpwood. This wood 
is taken by truck across to the 

Kennebec River at a town called 

The Forks. The east and west 

branches of the Kennebec come 

together at this town, and the 
pulp is floated down to Madison, 
~ Waterville, and Augusta. Thus, 
the 16. miles of unmaintained 
road are maintained to the ex- 

/ tent that you can get through, 

but not so anybody in his right 
mind will try to. It took us two 
hours to drive this distance. 

Lined with trees, skirting bea- 
ver bogs and then rising onto 

hills, . with log bridges over 
brooks and washed-out places, 
never smooth, the road was a 
joy. We met nobody, overtook 
nobody. Nobody lives there. A 
few camps and hovels, left over 
from woods operations, remain, 
At one place we found a lbg- 
loader and some trucks, left af- 
ter one operation to be on hand 
for the next. There are rocks 
to drive around, deep holes to 
dodge if you can—and if not you 
lurch through them. 

Then we mounted a rise, and 
found a doe deer ahead of us. 
She was standing side-on, her 
head cocked toward us, her tail 
flicking flies. Undoubtedly her 
fawn was close by, and she wari- 
ly eyed us. I talked to her, the 
kind of low murmuring bleat 
that makes them curious, and 
she moved toward us. slightly 
for a closer look. Deer, tremen- 
dously perceptive otherwise, are 
not sharp-eyed. We played with 
her for 10 minutes, perhaps, and 
she finally wandered away: into 
the puckerbrush. 

Forks 
ell pleased with our afternoon.

well bonded onto generations yet 
unborn, and in almost no time 
were rounding the mailbox into 
cur own downstate driveway.

Teaching Grandma 
How To Suck Eggs 


Pretty soon the white man 
will be trying to. teach the fish 
how to swim. 

This was the word being pass- 
ed along this month through the 
murmuring pines and the hem- 
locks of the Quetico-Superior 
park area on the Minnesota-On- 
tario border. The palefaces, it 
seemed, had set up a school on 
the shores of Lake Eva in order 
to teach woodcraft -to the In- 
dians. 

Curious it might-be, but with 
the summer's influx of U.S. tour- 
ists reaching its height, the On- 
tario education department be- 
lieved that ‘the Indians could 
make more money—and do a 
better job as guides for hunting 
and fishing parties—if they were 
taught how to read a map and 
use a compass. Above all, they 
needed to know how to make life 
comfortable for customers who 
often traveled thousands of miles 
to “rough it” in the Canadian 
bush. 

Gathered on the shores. of 
Lake Eva, the first class of 23 
braves (from Ojibwa and Cree 
tribes) heard from H. E. Thomas, 
the school “coordinator,” that 
the white man does not wrap a 
blanket around himself and lie 
down on the ground to sleep: On 
the contrary, he wants a soft bed 
of:spruce boughs on which to 
spread his Abercrombie & Fitch 
sleeping bag. Nor does the white 
man just slap some lake water 
on his face and let it go at that 
in the mornings. Any brave who 
wants to make a buck had better 
see to it that there is plenty of 
hot-off-the-fire water. 

Food is another problem. 
Sometimes the white man is ad- 
dicted to a strange thing called 
wapoos mechisoowin (tossed 
salad) and generally he likes 
food dished up in something 
other than a greasy old frying 
pan.

With eight-three people aboard, 
including miners going home 
after making their fortunes at the 
Australian gold c¢-ggings, the 
General Grant, drifted during a 
sudden storm into an enormous 
cave on the western side of Auck- 
land Island on a derk night in 
May, 1866. 

The tide was rising and the 
clipper became helplessly stuck 
there, the mas:s jamming against 
the cave roof and being driven 
down through the tottom of the 
ship. 

One woman, ten men passen- 
gers and ten of the crew were 
the only survivors who got safely 
away to another island in a boat 
before the doomed clipper sank 
to the cavern bed. 

It is said that a great deal of 
the dead miners’ gold was sewn 
into the linings of their waist- 
coats. 

The race for the treasure of 
the General Grant began in 
1867 when one of the tlipper’s 
survivors guided, gold hunters 
near enough to the cave to give 
them a tantalizing glimpse of 


impossible. 

Since then about ten expedi- 
tions have tried to retrieve the 
clipper’s treasure. All have failed 
— some with loss of life. 

Some salvage experts believe 
that the remains of the clipper 
are still there. Others say that 
the rapid erosion that has taken 
place along the coastline of 
Auckland probably caused her to 
break up years ago.

Canadian farmers, their ranks 

thinned by industrial expansion, 
are earning, investing, and spend- 
ing more money now than they 
did 25 years ago. 
’ Farm values have doubled, the 
average. total investment per 
farm has tripled and capital ex- 
penditures for farm construction, 
machinery and equipment has in- 
creased almost 10 times over that 
spent in the mid-30’s. 

At the same time the annual 
gross income from farming in 
Canada — only $806.1 million in 
the 1935-39 period — topped the 


$3 billion mark in 1959 and con- 


tinues to climb. 


These, and a host of other in- 
teresting facts and figures, are 
contained in the article “Agricul- 
ture in the National Ecanomy” 
in the current issue of The Econ- 
imoc Annalist, published bi- 
monthly by the economics divi- 
sion of the Canada Department of 
Agriculture.

Other highlights of the report: 

Expanding industrialization is 
reducing the number of people 
living on farms. In the 1940's 
about 25 per cent of Canada’s 
population lived on farms, By 
1956 this figure had shrunk to 
16.4 per cent and is still dwin- 
dling annually. 

The total farm land area in 
Canada covers about 173.9 million 


acres, including farm \woodlots. 


Of this total, only 100.3 million 
acres are improved, 62.9 million 
icres produce crops, 24.6 million 
ecres are in summerfallow and 
101 million acres are in pasture.

Acreage of individua: farms 
has increased, but the number of 
farms has declined steadily since 
1931 in the Atlantic, Central and 
Frairie regions. Throughout the 
country the number of octupied 
farms dropped from 728.664 in 
1931 to 575,015 in 1956. Econo- 
mists agree that the 196] census 


will show a further decline in the © 


number of occupied farms 

The average farm size has in- 
creased steadily from 224 acres 
in 1931 to 302 acres in 1956

Capital invested in farm busi- 
nesses Jumped from $4.5 billion 
in 1935 to about $11.4 billion in 
1959, an increase of 253.3 per cent, 

Farmers in 1935 had $34 bil- 
Lien invested in land and build- 
wags, $0.5 billion in livestock and 
$05 billion in farm macninery. 
In 1959 they had $72 billion in- 
vested in land and buildings, $2 
billion in livestock, and $2.2 bil- 
lion in farm machinery. 

The average total investment 
per farm was up from $6,386 
in 1935 to $20,783 in 1950

Farmers’ expenditures increas- 
ed:even faster with the increase 
in the value of their farms. Capi- 
tal expenditures for construc- 
tion, machinery and equipment, 
end their upkeep, climbed from 
$71.5 million in 1935 to $649 mil- 
lion in 1958. 

Farmers have other staggering 
expenses, such as purchases of 
fertilizers and pesticides. Sales of 
fertilizers in Canada rose from 
412,479 tons in 1935 to 908,214 
tons in 1959. Sales of pesticides 
rose from $5.4 million in 1947 to 
a whopping $19 million in 1959. 
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While other airlines squabble 
for customers, one of the world’s 
newest air carriers has no com- 
petition — and no reason to fear 
any. Linking such air terminals 
as Ivigtut and Sukkertoppen, Na- 
russarssuag and Egedesminde, its 
territory is Greenland — an is- 
land of 840,000 square miles and 
only 30,000 people. 

Yet, surprisingly, after only a 
year’s operation, the Greenland 
Flying Co. expects to carry 8,000 
passengers in calendar 1961, in- 
cluding Eskimos, Danish officials, 
military officers, and some 400 
European tourists. Sample fare: 
$28.75 for the 235 miles from 
Sondestrom to Godthaab. Recent- 
ly, in fact, Scandinavian Airlines 
System announced ‘that it was 
impressed enough to buy a 75 
per cent interest from the Dan- 
ish Government’s Greenland 
Trade Department. — 

During the summer months, 
the airline operates two Cata- 
linas and a single-engine Otter at 
100 per cent of their combined 
capacity of 53 passengers. (Its 
five pilots are on contract from 
Canada’s Eastern Provincial Air- 
ways.) In the winter, wheh tem- 
peratures of 45 below zero damp- 
en the Greenlanders’ wanderlust, 
two Otter skiplanes still fly from 
fiord to fjord picking up occa- 
sional Eskimos — who climb di- 
rectly into the planes from their 
dog. sleds. 

The shuddering, noisy utility 
planes are hardly up to jet-age 
comfort standards, and the 
Greenland Flying Co.’s patrons 
have already dubbed it “Old 
Shaky.” As Pilot Jim Roe point- 
ed out, however, “It’s a lot better 
than sleds.” 


Here’s A Tip 
For The Breweries 


Bavaria is the world’s largest 
beer-brewing state. It also has 
one of the world’s worst road ac- 
cident records. On the assump- 
tion that this isn’t mere coinci- 
dence, local publicans want to 
do something to cut down this 
accident toll, according to a Ger- 
man report. » 

They're alarmed that the new 
police campaign against drunk- 
en drivers is likely to have a 
big effect on their business. So 
they’re asking the breweries to 
provide “one for the road” 
which will not launch drivers in- 
to eternity a little while later. 

The Bavarian Hotel and Res- 
taurant Association has appeal- 
ed to the breweries to produce 
a beer which will taste exactly 
the same as their normal brews 
but which will contain little or 
no alcohol. 

An omen idea and one 
which breweries could copy 
over here, A special “one for the 
road” drink would be a Wel- 
come innovation for motorists 
the world over!

Thomas, the Realist 

John 11:7-8, 16; 14: 3-6; 20; 24 29 

Poor Thomas! ‘Years ago he 
was branded as a doubter and 
that was it. Now, influenced by 
the emphasis (should we say, 
unaue emphasis?) on the achieve- 
ments of science, Thomas is 
described by the much more ele- 


gant word, Realist. Is a doubter 
a realist? : 

Thomas was a courageotis man, 
ready to go to Jerusalem te die 
with Jesus. His desire to have 
things clear is seen in his say- 
ing, “We know not whither thou 
goest; and how can we know the 
way?” But the fact remains that 
when he was told by the other 
disciples that they had seen the 
Lord, he replied, “Except J shall 
see in his hands the print of the 
nails . .. I will not believe.” A 
week later Jesus challenged him 
to investigate the holes made by 
the nails and urged him to be 
not faithless but believing. 
Thomas exclaimed, “My Lord 
and my God.” In the response of 
Jesus, the latter part of which 
forms our Memory Selection, 
(John 20:29), there is at least a 
mild reproof: “Thomas, because 
thou hast seen me, thou hast be- 
lieved: blessed are they that have 
not seen, and yet have believed.” 


Much of our knowledge comes 
through our senses. But we must 
rot overlook the part that faith 
plays, We trust the history record 
that tells us of the war of 1812. 
How much more can we trust 
God as revealed through His 
Word. Salvation from sin is by 
faith, We do not even see our 
Saviour as Thomas did.

Trading Stamps 
Help Build Church ! 


There is very little, these days, 
that can’t be bought with trading 
stamps. Some householders turn 
them in for eggbeaters or lamps, 
others save up for trips to Nas- 
sau. Out in Fresno, Calif., a spir- 
ited group is collecting stamps 
from friend and stranger alike to 
help build a new $60,000 wing on 
their church. 

‘One evening each month, a 
dozen eager members of the 60- 
family congregation gather in the 
little study of the green stucco 
Bethany (Community) Church 
to drink coffee, eat cakes, and 
lick stamps. Later, by special ar- 
rangement with the respective 
stamp companies, they turn in 
the completed books for cold cash 
instead of the usual rewards, 


about 60 million stamps. 


Since the stamp project was 
launched in late March by the 
church's pastor, the Rev. Alfred 
L. Silvera, they have collected 
about 1,200 books worth rough- 
ly $2,000, About half the stamps 
came from Bethany people, and 
the rest were given by those who 
heard about the campaign 
through spot announcements do- 
nated by local radio and TV sta- 
tions. Members of a Fresno hot- 
rod chib turned over 250 books; 
stamps came frorn as far 


away 
as Oregon 

“There are 4,000 car clubs in 
Los Angeles, each with twenty 
members,” said parishioner. H.F, 
Heimes last month. “If they'd 
go out two weekends collecting 
we'd be over our ‘woal. We're 
working on them now.” As a for- 
mer president of a trading-stamp 
company, Heimes was naturally 
enthusiastic as well as instru- 
mental in getting the church to 
pioneer the stamps-for-building 
program, 

Mrs. Heimes said, as the stamps 


kept piling in: “It's a great satis- 
faction to get them into those 
books — but none of them taste 
too good.” 


Bethany'’s new wing will take - 


“This is not a faithful and ac- 
curate portrayal of historic tacts, 
but for these the reader can con- 
sult official texts. I have tried 
to concern myself with truth, 
with the essence of things, and 
with those strange wayward and 
subtle meanings behind facts. It 
is a broken lamp, my memory, 


- faulty and inefficient, but it may 


‘hrow a little light on the enig- 
ma of a man who has been des- 
eribed as the greatest Prime 
Minister since Pitt.’ So writes 
Earl Lloyd George in the fore- 
word to his skillfully written 
book, “My Father, Lloyd George” 
about his father, the great Welsh- 
man who led Britain to vic- 
tory in World War I. 


If the book is not a historical 
record, neither is it a biography 
in the strict sense of the word. 
It is a son’s impressions of Lloyd 
George, both as father and poli- 
tician, written from within the 
family circle. As a_ politician, 
Lloyd George was brilliant, and 
his son’s admiration for him in 
this role is unstinted. But as a 
father (and husband), how great 
were his shortcomings! The son 
reveals them, and his disap- 
proval of them was, as the book 
shows, a barrier to a satisfactory 
and understanding relationship 
between the two men. Indeed, al- 
though Richard now bears the 
family title, his father in fact 
disinherited him. 

The first great influence in 
Lloyd George’s life was his 
uncle, a lay preacher in North 
Wales, who brought up the 
young David after the death 
of his father. The uncle was a 
Baptist and a Radical Liberal. 
The boy showed signs of brilli- 
ance from the start. He would 
climb to the top of-an oak: tree 
to read Euclid. Coached by his 
uncle, who had specially learn- 
ed Latin and French for the 
purpose, Lloyd George eventu- 
ally passed his law exams and 
“put up his sign D. Lloyd 
George, solicitor, in the shade 
of the walls of Criccieth Castle, 
which had never more proudly 
hoisted a banner.” But the uncle 
had no profound religious influ- 
ence on his nephew. The young 
man learned the words of the 
Bible yet remained—in his son’s 
words — “the greatest Bible- 
thumping pagan of his genera- 
tion.” — 

‘In politics, he was a radical 
and a rebel, as scathing as he 
was courageous. He crusaded 
against the Boer War in the face 
of threats to his life. But by 
1905, his gifts were recognized 
and Campbell-Bannerman ap- 
pointed him President of the 
Board of Trade in his new Li- 
beral administration. In 1908 he 
was promoted to Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. As a minister 
he was bold intolerant of 
red tape as he championed work- 
men’s compensation, old age 
pensions, widows’ pensions, the 
Seamen’s Charter and unemploy- 
ment insurance, Small wonder 
that the Tories of the Establish- 
ment loathed him. 

When the war came and Lloyd 
George moved from the Ministry 
of Munitions to the War Office 
and eventually to the Prime 
Ministership, his foes were the 
traditionalists in the Army and 
Navy, men like Kitchener and 
Haig, particularly Haig. But he 
never flinched, for he seemed to 
enjoy the smell of interdepart- 
mental battle. With such tri- 
umphs behind him, it is hard to 
‘understand why, after the war, he 
allowed himself to become in- 


volved in the questicna®le han- 
dling of political funds that Led. 
to his duwnfall in 1922. He waa 
then still only 58. 

Perhaps it i: easier 1¢ wncer 
stand this act of {folly against 
the background of the vulnera~ 
bility of his private life. Earl 
Lloyd George tells us of the 
many occasions when his father 
was unfaithful to his mol! er, 
These sad episodes first came to 
his note when he was a’ small 
boy, and they continued until 
the older man’s passing. These 
are revelations which may shock 
many. Some may question the 
taste of a son’s weshing“such 
linen in the public, arguing per 
haps that filial duty should have 
prescribed silence.

A new potato top killer that 
is safe for cattle and other ani- 
mals which may accidentally eat 
the treated plant tops, is being 
introduced in Canada. 

The. product, called “Reglone,” 
is a potent, water-soluble herbi- 
cide described technically as a 
“quaternary ammonium com- 
pound.” Unlike the arsenical 
compounds still widely used in 
this country for potato topping, 
it has low toxicity. 

It was tested last year in po- 
tato growing areas of Ontario 
and the Maritimes and results 
showed it to be an effective po- 
tato top killer in seed and main 
crop potatoes. Leaf kill is rapid 
(three to four days) with~kill of 
stem taking place gradually (10 
to 14 days) giving conditions that 
closely approach ‘natural’ ma- 
turity. 

The highly poisonous nature of 
arsenical compounds used for po- 
tato top killing has long been a 
source of concern to farmers and 
conservationists. (Their manu- 
facture was recently banned vol- 
untarily in England by the as- 
sociation of British manufactur- 
ers of agricultural chemicals). 
Extreme care must be taken 
when applying it to crops\to keep 
livestock away from the fields. 
Inevitably, some accidents have 
occurred that resulted in injury 
to humans and livestock. Even 
when a small amount of arsenic 
spray has drifted into a neigh- 
boring pasture, symptoms of poi- 
soning: have observed in

placer sand for 6.2 cents a cubic 
yard vs. the 35- to 55-cent cost 
of conventional methods. 


Last month “Geraldine” rum- 
bled along a dry creek bed in 
the Weaver placer district 60 
miles northwest of Phoenix, re- 
sembling a monstrous harvesting 


‘machine as it scooped sand into 


its innards. It was only a trial 
run, but even grizzled sour- 
doughs watched fascinated as 
the machine gulped sand and 
gravel it would have taken them 
years to sift by hand — a maxi- 
mum of 1,500 cubic yards every 
twenty hours, according to the 
company. Once inside “Geral- 
dine,” the sand is processed in 
a filtration system using infra- 
red heat, aeration, and an elec- 


‘’ trostatic separator. Drying is the 


secret of “Geraldine,” according 
to inventors Kelsey Blotz, 31, 
and Donald Wright, 30, who 
spent five years working on the 
process. Despite its apparent 
dryness, placer sand contains 
an average of 8 per cent mois- 
ture that locks gold dust in; by 
drying the sand completely, they 
explain, the machine can easily 
extract the gold, $1,800 worth a 
day from the Weaver field 
where the gold assays at $1.25 
a cubic yard. 


The inventors’ statistics are 
nothing to those envisioned by 
Mrs. Freund, who put up some 
of the $150,000 it cost to build 
the machine and who thinks it 
will be “just as important as 
the reaper.” The wife of a weal- 
thy Chicago psychiatrist, Mrs. 
Freund has taken to gold mining 
with fervor. She has leased 18,- 
000 acres of Arizona land which 
she claims contains “a billion 
dollars’ worth” of placer gold. “Tt 
will be a gold rush all over 
again,” bubbles Mrs, Freund — 
with United Placer presumably 
leading the rush and leasing its 
patented machine to other pros- 
pectors. 

In Phoenix, however, mining 
people were inclined to be skep- 
tical, For one thing, there have 

n other placer-mining ma- 
chines that failed to pan out 
the vast claims made for them; 
for another, United Placer’s 
claims sounded to some like a 
sourdough’s daydream slicked up 
for a press release. The idea of 
a billion dollars worth of gold 
on company land was “ridicu- 
lous,” said one mining expert 
flatly. “That's more money than 
ever was taken out of all Ari- 
zona gold mines.”

Hernandez Romoza, Seeker of 
Justice, Friend of the Poor and 
Oppressed, Governor of numer- 
ous states and the next President 
of the Republic.” 

After his imposing references, 
Romoza was something of a dis- 
appointment. He was a small man, 
with high cheekWones and narrow 
darting eyes. His clothes were 
even more fantastic than his 
titles — heavy gold epaulettes 
surmounted a_ bottle-green, jac- 
ket and grubby white cotton 
trousers, while buckled to his 
side was an immence sabre, 

He wore no fewer than thirty 
medals including the Croix de 
Guerre, two Iron Crosses, a Star 
of David — and a bronze medal 
denoting third place in a swim- 
ming contest held at a Texas 
High School. 

Maclaren realized he was deal- 
ing with nothing more than a 
power-mad illiterate with an in- 
satiable thirst for recognition and 
fame. He explained his mission 
emphasizing its importance and 
concluding: “I must ask Your 
Excellency’s’ assurance that my 
despatches will reach their des~- 


- tination -intact.” 


It was enough for Romoza — 
he immediately decided that 


Maclaren was nothing less than 
a relation of the Kingrof Eng- 
land and began to treat him ac- 
cordingly. Then he spotted the | 
King’s Messenger’s badge — & 
Royal Cipher with pendant sil- 
ver greyhound attached from a 
blue ribbon. His admiration was 
obvious. 

Realizing that he was in a 
position to bargain, Maclaren an- 
nounced that the silver grey- 
hound was an honour given to 
few men — but he was. willing 
to confer it on Romoza in ex- 
change for his freedom and safe 
passage. The General accepted 
like a shot — and later Maclare 
armed with a sword, dubbed h 
a Companion of the Order of 
the Silver Dog! 

The King’s Messenger reached 
Veracruz safely and eventually 
learned that Romoza had been 
captured by an army patrol. 

Despite his frantic protests that 
he was practically a blood rela- 
tion of the King of England, he 
was executed by a firing squad. 

Authors Michael Bird and 
Geoffrey Kino tell this amusing 
and interesting story in their 
book “Foreign Office Confi- 
dential” along with other thrill- 
ing adventures of the King’s 
Messengers.

and twenty-five minutes. Since 
they carry automobiles this has 
strengthened Vinalhaven’s econ- 
omy as a summer resort, but it 
has been a new convenience 
much appreciated by the thous- 
and coastal people who make 
their year-round home there. 
There is a telephone cable to 
the island; they have a diesel 
power plant — so the ferry is the 
completion of their conveniences, 
and they have the extra value 
of living in one of the prettiest 
places in the world. 


Well, back a hundred years or 
so the fisheries economy of this 
island was bolstered by the open- 
ing of quarries. The granite base 
of the island prompted an ac- 
tivity that led to great wealth. 
Scarcely a metropolitan building 
of any consequence took shape 
but quarry masters back on Vin- 
alhaven were shaping the stones. 
Not only did the Vinalhaven gra- 
‘nite make beautiful buildings, 
but it has artistic qualities and 
was suited for statues and mem- 
orials. The island had a skyline 
of derrick masts and guy-cables, 
and to the community were at- 
tracted Swedes, Scots, Italians 
who had skills either in raising 
the stones or in shaping them 
afterward. The high-spot was 
about 1890. 


Afterward, cement came into 
the picture, and the use of gran- 
ite for edifices declined. There 
followed a few decades of pav- 
ing-block manufacture, whi@h 
was a lowly aftermath for the 


grandeur and magnificence of the ° 


real thing, but this dwindled, too, 
and today not one of the Vinal- 
haven quarries is operating. The 
symbol of the era is neatly sum- 
med up in a “galamander” which 
the town has mounted as a mem- 
orial in the little park at the top 
of the hill, enclosed in a fence 
and duly identified with a paint- 
ed sign.

pt granite down the winding is- 
land roads to the docks. It didn’t 
carry its load above the axles, 
as other vehicles do, but bestrode 
the load so it could be hoisted up 
underneath and slung. Probably 
no vehicle ever had bigger wheels 
than a galamander, or was con- 
structed so ruggedly. Oxen drew 
it, and it took many yokes to 
move some of the prodigious 
stones the Vinalhaveners raised. 

When the quarries closed the 
old fisheries also seemed to taper 
off, The community fell away to 
its present size, leaving only 
those who could do the lobstering 
and make a living in the narrow- 
ing economy. To them the ferry 
offers something of a new era, 
and there is a new hope. 

Today anybody on Vinalhaven 
who wants anything of granite 
is a lucky man. They use the old 
quarry dumps freely. Instead of 
bricks, residents build their out- 
door and indoor fireplaces of re- 
jected paving blocks. Also for 
steps, terraces, wharves, and 
props for mailboxes. Almost 
every home has curbing ardund 
the lawn. New cottages are build 
on granite foundations. And the 
island’s edge, almost all the way 
around, is riprapped with cast- 
off slabs and strips and chips of 
broken granite. 
the Gulf of 

aine, if anybody knew where, 
is littered with shipwrecked gra- 
nite from Vinalhaven, for when 
an old stone schooner loaded with 
paving Blocks sprung a leak en 
route to Boston or New York, 
she wotld go down like lead and 
the crew would take to the boats 
and row. There was nothing else 
to do, and the sea lane from 
Penobscot Bay around Cape Ann 
is liberally paved. So, if you 
chanced by the farm that week- 
end and found us gone, we were 
on Vinalhaven looking at.a gala- 
mander. — By John Gould in 
the Christian Science Monitor.

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Not a Road For 
Big - City Drivers 


Seen from the air, the road 
that runs up the valley must look 
like a slender fish spine from 
which the attached side-lanes 
grow in parallels, no two quite 
alike. A few miles up the valley a 
lane opens as bravely as ours. 
The sandy entrance extends only 
until the road turns beyond a 
thicket and is lost in a mowing 
where hay glints and ruffles un- 
der the wind. Only a depression 
grown more to clover than to 
timothy reveals where the road 
had been. This line of sparser 
green leads to a heap of founda- 
tion stones and scattered chim- 
ney brick, surrounded by a bog- 
gy area where the spring that 
once flowed into a kitchen cistern 
now spills over the ground. The 
forest rings the fields. There is 
silence and a sense of isolation as 
if this were a sacred spot — hal- 
lowed ground from which the 
trespasser steals away on tiptoe. 


There are obscyre lanes which 
draw one back again and again 
by the charm of some single spot 
— a view of Mount Haystack 
flowing with the airy blue pe- 
culiar to these mountains, a lane 
of fine birches, an abandoned 
house where lupines have taken 
over the fields, a cluster of tama- 
rocks, orange among the ever- 
greens in November, a wood clear 
of brush where ferns cast up a 
green light, a beaver dam on a 
mountain stream, a house of the 
Theodore Roosevelt era built 
‘with balconies and covered with 
brown shingles, with sagging 
barns and carriage houses to the 
rear, the relics of fountains and 
summer houses with here and 
there an unpruned flowering 
shrub in the abandoned gardens. 

It was a Henry James, an Edith 
Wharton, society that came to 
those Edwardian houses with 
their carriages and servants and 
hundred trunks and to-do about 
such things as getting ice or fresh 
fish. Now the brush edges across 
the tennis courts, and bark has 
grown over the rings from which 
the hammocks were slung. One 
feels no regret at the abandon- 
ment of those shingled monstrosi- 
ties, writes Lorna Beer in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

The hazards of driving along 
the back roads are for the 
stranger who comes from -urban 
areas cross-hatched with super- 
highways, to whom speed and 
getting the maximum efficiency 
out of the car are a code of honor. 
High crowns bristling with boul- 
ders make a threat for his low- 
slung car. The narrow roads are 
ditched, and there is no passing 
except at the passing places. Re- 
cently, jogging along such an ob- 
scure road in the Jeep, I saw the 
flash of a windshield through the 
trees beyond the turn, and, know- 
ing that byway yard by yard, I 
pulled aside by a cow gate and 
waited until a cpeam-colored car, 
graceful as a swan, met and pass- 
ed. The tanned and exuberant va- 
cationers gazed at me with won- 
der and pity as if I suffered from 
some mountain shyness or rural 
timidity. 

I have watched many a gallant 
driver come splitting up our lane 
over mid-summer’s corduroy ruts, 
in a car built to roll down Penn- 
sylvania Avenue. Such drivers 
usually have an arm across the 
steering wheel and their heads 
to one side in self-conscious ease. 
I am not stirred to admiration 
for the driver’s skill, but to con- 
cern for that’ beautiful mechan- 
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iem which is having its bolts 
shaken loose. 
Such drivers are urbati, un- 
learned in the ways of stones, 
which can be shot like tiddly- 
winks with the weight and effect 
of cannon balls against the under 
parts of a car; and in the Ways 
of washboard roads, which can 
make the speeding car shy like a 
horse. Chuckholes ean appear af- 
ter a night of brisk rain, and 
come on suddenly they give a 
pigeon-toed look to the most 
nicely balanced front wheels. 
The back lanes have their driv- 
ing rules, as rigid as those of the 
highway. Once they are learned, 
exploring the byways in this’ 
Vermont mountain country, re- 
wards you with quietness and the 
discovery of hidden beauty.

A Reporter Tells 
About Ty Cobb 


It was four or five years ago, 
while in Kansas City with the 
Red Sox, that this reporter had 
his first lengthy interview with 
the great Ty Cobb. 


There was to be an “Old-Tim- 
ers’ Night” at Kansas City Sta- 
dium and several Athletics stars 
of other years had been invited 
to attend, the “Georgia Peach” 
among them. 


It was with strange mixed 
emotions that we approached the 
man whom a majority consider 
the greatest ballplayer of all 
time, writes Ed Rumill in The 
Christian Science Monitor. 


He was the greatest — there 
could ‘be little doubt of that. 
And even the most hardened 
baseball writer has to feel a 
quickening of the pulse when 
sitting down with one of the 
greats. 


But for years we had heard. 
about Cobb’s temperament — of 
his dislike for reporters, and 
of his unpopularity with many of 
the men who played with and 
against him, 


What sort of man was this Ty 
Cobb? 


About 12:30 another. reporter 
and myself knocked on the door 
of room 1204 in a, neighboring 
hotel and a smiling, surprisingly 
athletic looking gentleman open- 
ed it, ‘saying: “Come right in, 
gentlemen. Sit down and make 
yourselves at home.” 


Cobb was immediately the 
perfect host. He asked us if we 
would join him at lunch; and 
although both of us had eaten 
a late breakfast, it would have 
been impolite to refuse this 
man’s hospitality. . 

Cobb plunged immediately 
into the interview, without even 
waiting for questions, He was 
pleased to be invited to Kansas 


always looked forward to seeing 
big league games, and to meet-~- 
ing some of the present-day 
stars. ; 

He asked us about Ted Wil- 
liams and told of meeting the 
Red Sox star in New York, years 
before. “He is one of the most 
intensely interested ballplayers 
I've ever known,” Ty said of 
Williams, “He asked me a mil- 
lion questions. I hardly had a 
chance to ask him one.” — 

When lunch came,;.Cobb con- 
tinued almost without interrup- 
tion. He went back through 
some of the high points of his 
remarkable career, always speak- 


Could this be the Cobb we 
had heard about? 

He had only praise for his 
more rugged opponents; for the 
Detroit Tigers and, in later 
years, the Philadelphia Athletics 
who were his teammates. 

He had praise, also, for the 
modern game of baseball, but 
occasionally spoke of changes, of 
improvements that he thought 
should be made. He was soft 
‘and kindly in his comments, but 
every. once in a while the old 
Cobb “spirit” — that burning de- 
sire for greatness and for victory 
— showed slightly in the tone of 
his voice. 

He had never lost it; he was 
still the great Ty Cobb, even 
while making a conversational 
return to.the playing fields of 
the American League. 

Two or three times during the 
afternoon we made attempts to 
end the interview, but each time 
Cobb protested — urged us to 
stay on, to relax. And even 
when we finally had to leave, he 
walked down the hall to the 
elevators with us, clinging to 
the association as long as pos- 
sible. 

For Ty Cobb was « lonely 
man. He had played a lone hand 


_ Briggs, maintain that his whole 


during his 24 years in the 
American League — asking no 
favors and expecting none from 
others — and most of them never 
forgot, They let him alone when 
he was a great ballplayer and 
they let him alone most of the 
time in later years. 


Perhaps Cobb was misunder- 


stood. He believed that once the 
game began, every player in an 
opposition uniform was his 
enemy — off the field as well as 
on. Was that wrong? He played 
hard and sometimes rough. And 
why ‘mot? 

Twelve times he led the 
league in batting, nine of th 
in succession. He stole 892 bases, 
once getting 96 in a single sea- 
son. He had a total of 4,191 hits, 
scored 2,244 runs, went to bat 
11,429 times, and played in 3,033 
games. In all, he holds 16 major 
league records and shares five 
others. 


He wore the uniform of the 
Tigers from 1905 through ‘26, 
then was with Philadelphia in 
27 and. ’28. In ‘27, when past 
40, he appeared in 134 games, 
stole 22 bases, and hit .357. 


Cobb managed the Tigers from 
"21 through °26 and finished 
second in '23, but never won a 
pennant. They said he expected 
others to do what he could do 
under pressure — had no patience 
whatever with failure. 


Cobb was one of the original 
members of the Baseball Hall of 
Fame at Cooperstown. He en- 
tered in 1936, along with Babe 
Ruth, Honts Wagner, Christy 
Mathewson, and Walter Johnson 
_ and attended many of the an- 
nual Hall of Fame days in the 
little upstate New York com- 
munity. 


The “Georgia Peach” was an 


example for all ballplayers in 
that he lived the game around 
the calendar. While other more 
satisfied big leaguers loafed 
through the winter months, Ty 
spent long days out of doors, 
tramping through the woods 
with his dogs, exercising legs 
that were to carry him through 
24 sensational years of major 
ball. 

“When I was a boy in Geor- 
gia,” he once said, “we never 
heard of tennis or basketball or 
football. Baseball was our only 
game, and we played it every 
day until we ran out of light.” 

He never warmed to night 
ball, though admitted it was 
popular with the fans, and «& 
paying proposition. 

Cobb was a wealthy man be- 
cause of a soft drink investment 
late in his playing career. He 
built a beautiful home in Cali- 
fornia, but returned to Georgia 
in later years “because I missed 
my old friends.” 


His Wife Says “It's 
Easy To Dislike Lenny” 


“It's easy to dislike Lenny, for 
obvious reasons, He’s been too 
lucky, too gifted, too successful.” 

Leonard Bernstein's wife, Feli- 
cia, was speaking, as quoted by 
Mr. Briggs in his book “Leonard 
Bernstein, the Man, His Work 
and His World,” on the “I-hate- 
Bernstein school.” Bernstein's 
detractors, according. to Mr. 


career “has been a fluke, based 
not on solid merit but on a sort 
of universal stupefaction that 
one man would have the temer- 
ity to attempt so many things 
at once.” 

But aside from this chapter 
merely hinting at enemies, Mr. 
Briggs sings the saga of one of 
the most extraordinary success 
stories in modern musical his- 
tory. He gives us a factual ac- 
count, in unadorned journalism, 
of a career that began when the 
10-year-old Lenny fell heir to his 
Aunt Clara's upright piano and 
has continued — accelerando — 
to his present position as music 
director of the New York Phil- 
harmonic. In a mere 30 years 
Bernstein has achieved renown 
as a symphonic and operatic con- 
ductor, as a pianist and composer 
of opera; symphonies, and musi- 
cal comedies, and as a pedagogue 
whose television broadcasts have 
unraveled many a. musical mys- 
tery for millions. 

Though Mr. Briggs has written 
entertainingly and has included 
a good selection of photographs, 
he has made little or no effort 
to deepen the portrait by evalu- 
ating the inner tensions, asp'ra- 
tions, and searchings that prope) 
a man toward creative accom- 
plishment and fame, True, Mr. 
Briggs may not be acquainted 
with this side of Bernstein’s suc- 
cess, and we may have to wait 
for Bernstein himself to draw 
aside the curtain on the inne 
victories that proceed to the 
outer ones. 

Should there be critics who 
think his career a fluke, they 
might bear in mind that doors 
seldom open before a man \s 
prepared to walk through them, 
that a quick success, unless sup- 
ported by a ready foundation, 
soon crumbles. Bernstein's quick 
success was not an easy success. 
His beginning at the top brought 
with it a tangle of problems that

It is his abil- 
ity to love, his almost inexhaust- 
ible patience with importunate 
humanity, his readinéSs to for- 
give even those who criticize him 
most.

As the tide of the war flowed — 
against Germany and metal . 


grew short for the manufacture 
of arms, the German occupation 
troops in France were ordered 
to seize every pound of scrap 
metal they fould find, and send 
it home. Public statues were an 
obvious prize. 

One day. late in 1944, a lorry 
loaded with German guards and 
French workers pulled up beside 
the statue of the Queen. The 
bust was chopped down end 
thrown into the back of the 
lorry, destined for the German 
melting pot. 

By chance, several days later, 
the railway car containing the 
statue, together with tons of 
other scrap metal, was shunted 
into a scrap-metal yard in Gren- 
oble owned by Fernand Tagnard, 
a forty-year-old French patriot. 

Partly out of a spirit of pan- 
ache — a Gallic mixture of 
courage: and showmanship—and 
partly because he had worked 
with British people in Egypt 
years earlier “and like them, M. 
Tagnard decided that one piece 
of German loot — the statute 
of Queen Victoria — wovld 
never leave the country. . 

He took Jean Vernaz, his for- 
ty-eight-year-old foreman, into 
his confidence. At eight o’clock 
one morning, M. Tagnard, wear- 
ing his working clothes, and M. 
Vernaz, in blue overalls, walked 
through the gates of the scrap- 
metal yard to start the day’s 
work ‘as usual. 

In order to get near the statue, 
let alone steal it back, tney 


and day, were out of sight and 
earshot. 

They waited nervously, doing 
edd jobs. Then at last the guards 
moved to the far side of the 


The two Frenchmen moved 
quickly. The statue was in a car 
which had been loaded, weighed 
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guards returned and emptied 
rounds of ammunition into their 
backs. 

The bullets were never fired; 
the guards heard nothing. 

They half-dragged, half-car- 
ried the statue to a pile of coal 
which tay next to the high brick 
wall enclosing the yard. They 
slipped a sack over the bust, 
dropped it in a hole scooped out 


of the coal, and covered the area 


with brushwood. : 

M. Tagnard loaded on the 
freight car 160 pounds of bronze 
from his personal store to make 
up for the ioss in weight, and 
that afternoon the wagon rotled 
out of the scrap-metal yard on 


its way to Germany — minus — 


the statue of the British sover- 
eign. 

When Grenoble was liberated 
in 1945, M. Tagnard dug up the 
statue. It was dirty but unharm- 
ed. 

He placed it on board a small 
lorry, a tired, rattling contrap- 
fion which the German occupa- 
tion troops had not confiscated, 
and with Jean Vernaz pedalling 
dlongside on a bicycle, he drove 
from Grenoble to Aix-les-Bains 
where the statue was restored to 
the hands of the town mayor. 

The return of the long-lost 
Queen was celebrated public] 
on Empire Day, 1948, A detach- 
ment of the Black Watch Regi- 
ment, complete with pipers, par- 
aded through the streets. The 
British consul- general from 
Lyons thanked M. Tagnard and 
M. Vernaz for their wartime bra- 
very in a short address. 

The band played the national 
anthem — and the statue of 
Queen Victoria in Aix-les-Bains 
was unveiled for the second 
time. 

Then came a final touch which 


brought tears to M. Tagnard’s. 


eyes. He was handed a personal 
letter of thanks from the Queen 
of England, now the Queen Mo- 
ther, who wrote: 

‘Due to your bravery, this his- 
toric monument escaped the vile 
hand of our common enemy.” - 

A letter from King George VI, 
also thanking him for his coura- 
geous act, reached the French- 
man a few days later.

Can you imagine a pile of ripe 
cantaloupes as high and wide as 
a 2-story house right in the 
middle of a town square? Many 
years ago, I happened to be 
passing through Rocky Ford, 
Colo, on “Cantaloupe Day,” 
when melons were stacked as I 
have described. Long before we 
saw them we smelled their sweet 
fragrance, coming to us on &@ 
gentle, sparkling-with-sunshine 


- breeze. Everyone in town was 


invited to eat all he wanted and, 
as our hosts cut into the yellow 
meat, an even more pungent fra- 
grance reached us — and the 
sweet flavor of those melons has 
always been hard to duplicate.

One of the most popular melon 
varieties is the sweet-tasting 
cantaloupe with salmon-colored 
meat. When you buy one in your 
store, there are two definite 
things to look for: First, a 
slightly sunken, smooth, well- 
calloused scar at the stem end of 
the melon, This means that when 
the melon was ready for harvest, 
it separated cleanly from the 
vine—a sign that it was picked 
just at the right time. Second, 
the netting on a vine-ripened 
melon should be well raised and 
stand out in bold relief all over 
the surface. The color should be 
corky gray and the background 
between the netting should be 
light in color. 

= * * 

When you get your melon 
home, wash and dry it well be- 
fore you refrigerate it. Wrap it 
in waxed paper, foil or trans- 
parent film wrap to keep flavor 
out of other foods. Do not chill 
cantaloupes so cold that the 
flavor is lost, and never chill by 
filling cavities with ice. 


Before telling you of several 
ways you can serve cantaloupes, 
I’ll describe some other types of 
melons that are on the market 
from June to November, in 
which you may be interested. 
The honeydew is perhaps the 
most widely used. The ripe hon- 
eydew should have a creamy 
yellow rind with a definite vel- 
vety feel. The blossom end may 
yield slightly to pressure. A ripe 
honeydew has a faint, pleasant 
fragrance; flesh is a delicate 
green, very juicy and sweet, 
fine-grained and with an almost 
melting texture, writes Eleanor 
Richey Johnston in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 
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The Persian melon is large 
and round with deep green rind 
evenly covered with a fine net- 
ting. It is green and gold, point- 
ed at the stem end and round at 
the base. Rind is smooth, and 
ripeness is shown by a deepen- 
ing of the yellow color in the 
rind. The flesh is salmon-col- 
ored and is thick and juicy with 
a spicy flavor. :

The casaba is large, almost 
globular—sometimes pointed at 
the stem end. The rind is rough 
and wrinkled in furrows length- 
wise. it has-no netting. When 
ripe it has a buttery-yellow rind 
with soft creamy white melting- 
ly juicy flesh. It has little fra- 
grance or aroma, 

Melons are versatile, and can 
be used in many ways; here are 
a few dishes to be made with 
them. 

SNOWPEAK SALAD 


Peel a chilled melon and cut 
into wedges. Top each wedge 
with a scoop of cottage cheese 
and sprinkle with fresh berries. 
Garnish with little bunches of 
white grapes and a wedge of 
lime. Serve with an oil dressing 
made with orange, or lemon 
juice.

Cut a chilled peeled melon 
inte thick slices. Pare and slice 
some oranges and peaches. Make 
melon balls from a honeydew.

NEW YORK — Suddenly, as 
though it were a new idea, the 
U.S. is in for an immense’ six- 
month campaign urging us to 
use seat. belts in our cars the 
way we do in our airplanes. 

After years of relentless re- 
porting by newspapers, univer- 
sity traffic accident researchers 
and the National Safety Council, 
the message seems to have come 
through: 


you'll have an auto accident 
within the next five years. 

Chances are heavy that it will 
be a serious accident. Auto crash 
is the third biggest killer in the 
nation after cancer and cardi- 
ovascular disease. .For young 
people between 15 and 25 years 
of age, it’s the No. 1 killer. 

But if you and your passengers 
use seat belts, you’re upwards of

If you drive, it’s 7-in-10 that

Or they may have to.get.their 
cattle to market now, before the 
animals begin to lose weight, 


‘or the hay and feed run ont. 


They may be like the 5Sas- 
katchewan farm family who sat 
down one evening recently after 
the supper dishes were all clear- 
ed away and had a serious, 
round-table discussion on whe- 
ther to pull up and go some- 
where else. 

The father said he and his 
wife proposed that it might be 
better to. go somewhere else. 
They had been through the 
great drought of the 1930's, 
which was compounded by the 
great depression. They admitted 
that they secretly did not want 
to go away. 

But they thought of their 
three children, two daughters 
and a son. They thought per- 
baps the young ones should be 
spared what might turn out to 
be a searing experierice. 

“It's bad this year,” the far- 
mer said. “It might get worse 
next year.” 

The farmer smiled proudly as 
he reported: “The children de- 
cided against it. They said this 
is our home. We will stay here. 
This is where we belong.” 

*- * * 

He kicked at the grasshoppers 
which are beginning to make 
their appearance — those crea- 
tures which always seem to 
turn up at adverse times like 
this. 

“Those fellows don’t know 
anything about international 
boundaries, they just come on 
across,” the farmer said. His 
place isn’t far above the port 
of entry at North Portal, Saskat- 
chewan. 

The family is staying. It is a 
decision that is being repeated 
many times over from the Mis- 


souri River northwest to the 
Saskatchewan, writes Bickrell 
Eubanks in the Christian Sci- 


ence Monitor 

The farmers are worried, They 
do not deny it. The economists 
pore over their charts They do 
not deny that the drought has 
upset their calculations. 

But all concerned belittle any 
comparisons with the 1930 
drought. As the Winnipeg Tri- 
bune puts it: 

“Any talk comparing the pre- 
sent situation with the dirty 
thirties is ridiculous.” 

The Tribune says it is “non- 
sense” to try and equate the 
short period of dry weather in 
1961 with the worldwide econo- 
mic chaos and seven years of 
drought in the thirties. 

“All we need is a good rain- 
fall in the fall or a good snow 
this winter,” said one county 
agent in North Dakota. “Then 
we can start off next year with 
moisture in the ground, and if 


“Yankton, and Omaha, expressed 


fore the prices break. I’m think- 


the temperatures. and rainfall 


break just right, we can soon- 


forget about this year.” 


Another farmer, this one in 
Saskatchewan, commented as he 
sat on a bale of hay talking with 
ranchers and farmers in one of 
the livestock buildings at the 
Saskatoon Exhibition: 

“I’m not so sure. This may be 
the beginning of a new cycle. of 
dry weather. I’m not worried so 
much about this year. I’ve still 


- got plenty of surplus grain in 
my granaries and bins, which I. 


can sell when the government 
opens up on the quotas. And the 
dry spell this year will help cut 
gown on the surplus. 

“But I’m bothered about what 
will happen when we find out 
next year that we don’t have 
the moisture in the ground. The 
hot weather this year has just 
about drawn all the moisture 
out of the ground on my place. 
Even the ‘sloughs are drying 
up. I couldn’t even get a crop 
started this year on the sloughs.” 

& * & 


A Mennonite who has made 
crops, some good and some in- 
different, but few bad, in the 
last 10 years, agreed. He said 
the sloughs are drying up on 
his place, too. 

And while the farmers nave 
their’ problems, the ranchers 
have theirs, too. In Huron, S.D., 
a rancher who was accompany~ 
ing several truck loads of cat- 
tle he was moving from Lemmon 
into the markets at Sioux Falls,

“The pastures are dry,” he 
said. “The grass is getting spar- 
ser every day. I've got to get 
these animals into market be- 


ing seriously about.cutting back. 

I'll hold on to my basic herd. 
Then when the rains start fall- 
ing again I can begin building 
my herd back up. That's what 
they did down in Texas when 
the seven-year drought ended 
down there a few years ago. I've 
done it before. I can do it again.” 

These are the men and women 
whose venturesome spirit 
brought them West years ago. 

A farm-equipment maker from 
Toronto said of them: 

“They left Mom and Pop to 
come west because they got rest~- 
less around the old home place. 
They left their less aggressive 
brothers and cousins back home. 

“Why, if this had hit those 
farmers back east. They would 
be soaking the crying towels. by 
now. 

“I've been out to the exhibi- 


tion here in Saskatoon, and I. 


haven't heard a farmer complain 
yet.” 


Pianos Yelp 


“Help, Tuners, Help” 


Although no one is seeking 
federal aid or checking to see 
how many the Soviet Union is 
turning out, the. United States is 
confronted with a serious short- 
age — of piano tuners. 

The Piano Technicians Guild, 
Ine., reports. 

“We have only about 4,000 
tully qualified tuners for 12,000,- 
000 pianos and, heavens to 
Liberace, about 60 to 70. per cent 
are untuned.” 

When a tuner thinks of mil- 
lions .of pianos gathering dust 
and moths and souring the air 
with clinkers (off-key notes) he 
is sad. 

The guild, ending a four-day 
convention at Los Angeles, says 
that: without more tuners we'll 
all wake up someday with tin 
ears from tinny pianos. 

The profession — which takes 
years to learn and has top pay 
of about $10,000 a year — just 
isn’t attracting new talent, 

Allan E. Pollard, the guild's 
executive secretary, can't under 
stand why.

‘COUNTY MUSEUM OPENS 


The Hastings County Museum was 
officially opened to the public’ last 
Wednesday. 

The museum, located in the old

The Couldery Collection was 
presented to the city of Belleville by 
the late Ann Susanna Salaman of 
the Isle of Wight, a native. of Belle- 
ville. ; 

Among the displays are a small 
schoolroom, a min¢ral collection, an 
| arrangement of homspun, local crocks 
jand jugs, maps of Hastings County 
dating back to 1856, and a host of 
early pictures, newspapers, and ad- 
vertising. ene 

The museum is open daily until 
; December 10. Hours on Monday and 
Friday are in the evening from 7 to 
10; and on the other five days of the 
week the museum is open from 2 to 
5 in the afternoon. 

There is a small admission charge 
with children under 14 admitted free 
as long as they are accompanied by 
an adult.

Imprisoned in this tradition, 
colleges have devised plausible 
means of stretching out their of- 
ferings from September of the 
first year to June of the fourth. 
Long vacations help a lot — three 
months in the summer. and 
weeks for Christmas and Easter 
holidays. Those happy days off 
are usually consumed in loafing 
or in going to and getting over 
innumerable parties. For an in- 
dustrious few, the summer can 
be used to earn some money. But 
considering the ultimate loss to 
the colleges, it would be cheaper 
to provide loans and scholar- 
ships. 

The male high-school gradu- 
ate now is faced not only by the 
necessity for preparing for a vo- 
cation after college, but by years 
of military service. If the boy 
chooses to enter a profession, he 
will not be ready to earn a living 
until’ his middle or late 20s The 
surgeon earns little or nothing 
until he is 30 or more. This is an 
injustice to the student and an 
intolerable burden on most par- 
ents, / 

3ut even with the months of 
actual study limited by bounte- 
ous vacations, the academic of- 
fering has been heavily diluted 
with plenty of soft or irrelevant 
courses. 


The observations that follow 


may not apply so specifically to_ 


the learning of foreign languages 
or science. But they certainly ap- 
ply to the disciplines with Which 
1 am most familiar, the social 
sciences, 


In that part of the curriculum, 
faculty members with four years 
to thin out their offering can 
move with the utmost le?sure. 
Courses are given which need not 
be taught, only read in books. 
Usually a faculty member has an 
introductory course for “funda- 
mentals.” Then a moderately ad- 
vanced course which merely el- 
aborates the introductory course. 
And for the third course, a re- 
capitulation of the first two. Too 
often the wisdom and knowledge 
of a professor could with effi- 
ciency be imparted in one full 
year’s course. 


But the colleges justify this 
part-time use of talent because 
they want “research” and the 
writing of books. Jacques Bar- 
zun, dean of the Graduate Facul- 
ties at Columbia, takes sharp is- 
sue with this insistence upon 
what is called productive re- 
search and scholarship. Too often 
it is merely an “excuse for a 
flight from teaching.” And the 
pressure on young teachers to 
“produce” means gross neglect of 
students and classrooms. Indeed, 
the gifted and inspiring teacher 
is under a heavy penalty. The 
dull fellow who can neither teach 
nor write well is the benefici- 
ary. 


The college plant is also inéffi- 
ciently used. President Kirk es- 
timates that the plant is .r oper- 
ation only about 46 per cent of 
the time. With a rise of more 
than 100 per cent in. enrollment 
ot 7 million in prospect by 1970, 


The. remedy is three college 
years of eleven. months each. 
Faculty members might choose 
time off for writing or travel, or 
more pay. There would be a 
faster turnover of students and 
less expense for parents, colleges, 
taxpayers, and donors. And stu- 
dents would be able to add a year 
to their productive life.

The strangd bird I mentioned 
a few weeks ago is not a hermit 
thrush as I imagined. It is a 
Brown Thrasher. And apparent- 
ly it had a mate as a nest was 
built in a big thorn bush next 
door. Three brown spegkled eggs 


were laid and carefully tended ' 


by the mother Bird. Our neigh- 
bour kept close watch to make 
sure the nest was not disturbed 
by marauding cats. But her 
watchfulness was not sufficient 
protection against crows and 
starlings. And so, one by one, 
the eggs disappeared, leaving 
only scraps of broken shell. But 
the thrashers are still around. 
We often see them on or near 
our feeding station and quite 
frequently hear them singing 
from the top of a nearby tree. 
They are beautiful birds to see 
and to hear. It grieves me to 
think their eggs were destroyed. 
If only there were some way to 
protect our song birds from ma- 
licious and less attractive birds. 
Of course the birds fight for 
themselves as much as they can. 
We .quite often see a thieving 
crow being chased away by a 
number of smaller birds. Cow- 
birds are particularly aggres- 
gressive. And yet too often it is 
the crow who wins out, presum- 


_ably by cunning and _ stealth. 


Because of tragedies in the wing- 
ed world such as happened to’ 
the brown thrasher bird watch- 
ing is not always a pleasure — 
it can be a heartache. 


But then what appiies in bird- 
land also applies to humans. 
Things do not always turn out 
the way we plan them. Birds 
build their nests in what they 
think is a sheltered spot. In just 
the same way man may buy or 
build a house in a_ beautiful, 
quiet country setting. The place 
is’ reasonably close to good roads, 
churches, schools and shopping 
centre so everyone is happy and 
enjoys the freedom of country 
life. And then, it quite often 
happens, the family is hardly 
settled before a speculator buys 
up most of the adjacent land and 
first thing they know bulldozers 
move in, houses spring up like 
mushrooms overnight—and then, 
it's goodbye privacy and coun- 
try living.

In some instances parents 
themselves. have pulled  off- 


spring out of games or off-teams 
when competitive zeal among 
sideline adults got out of hand. 


A variety of unfortunate fric- 


tions have overshadowed set- 
tings originally conceived as 
training ‘ields for wholesome 


teamwork and competition for 
young boys. 

It is against this somewhat 
unsettled background of organ- 
ized baseball for youngsters that 
Ford Wayne’s Wildcat League ap- 
pears so promising. 

Dale W. McMillen, Sr., one of 
the city’s pioneer industrialists 
end, in recent years, one of its 
most ardent boosters, has provid- 
ed financial support for the 
leagues. And he has set the 
guidelines for it too. 

He has reminded the people 
of Fort Wayne that the future 
of the community “rests in the 
hands of its youth and that ade- 
quate recreational opportunities 
are vital to their development 
as good citizens.” 

“Because of our interest in 
youth,” he continues, “we are 
sponsoring the ‘Wildcat Baseball 
Leagues’ which will offer an 
opportunity to play baseball for 
ALL boys of ages: 8%-to-14 re- 
gardless of race, religion, or fin- 
ancial means. 

“Through these additional re- 
creational opportunities, snd 
without interfering with any 
league now in existence, it is our 
desire to teach, train, and coach 
any youngster who cannot qual- 
ify for play in any league now 
organized. 

“This investment in youth is 
an investment in the future of 
our community. We know of no 
better way to help ensure its 
‘growth, prosperity and enrich- 
ment.” 

White-haired and hard-driv- 
ing at 81, Mr. McMillen consi- 
ders these leagues “the most tm- 
portant thing I have ever done.” 

Ten of Fort Wayne’s best pub- 
lic and private school coaches 
have been hired to direct the 
teams; 10 carefully screened col- 
lege athletes and 10 of the city’s 
top high school seniors will work 
as paid assistants. They have 
been instructed that the mission 
of the leagues is “the creation 
of a wholesome atmosphere for 
the players so that correct atti- 
tudes, habits, language usage, 
and sportsmanship may be a di- 
rect outcome of their partici- 
pation in this program.” 

The boys must buy Wildcat 
caps and T-shirte but if they 
cannot afford them they may do 
assigned chores to earn them, 
writes Robert Colby Nelson in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 

The league manual counsels 
them in the tenets of physical 
and mental fitness. 

“Don’t clutter your mind with 


unclean, uncouth thoughts and 
ideas. Use it for worthwhile 
thoughts, 


“Learn the rules of the game 
and play according to them. A 
good sportsman never cheats 

“Teamwork is very important 
to every team, Bickering, argu- 
ing, fighting with teammates will 
help your team lose 

“Never blame an umpire or & 


teammate or an. opponent for 
your mistake or error. Admit 
your mistake or erro! but 
don’t repeat it” 

And tucked into a corner of 
the Wildcat Baseball League's 
handbook is Mr. McMillen’s per- 


ronal, most cherished guidance: 
“Improve. yourself every day. 


Feat your own record.”

These Skin-Divers

Working is only one way of 
earning a living. Far mecre at- 
tractive is that practised by a 
man called Tom Crichton, who 
cruises the Mediterranean in a 
39-ton ketch, the Jack London. 

When funds are low he takes 
passengers, and that’s where the 
fun.starts. At Palma, Majorca, on 
one occasion, a German calling 
himself a professor. of archaeol- 
ogy hired the Jack London to 
take groups of amateur archae- 
ologists skin-diving. 

A week before the first were 
cue to arrive, he turned up with 
» donkey cart filled: with what 
looked like bomb rubb'e, but 
turned out to. be earthen pots and 
bowls, broken or faulty rejects 
from a local pottery. 

“It is necessary to seed the 
ground,” he explained, and pro- 
ceeded to “seed” various under- 
water sites around Palma Bay 
and elsewhere by chucking the 
stuff overboard. 

The first part¥ of young Ger- 
man amateurs arrived with their 
frogmen’s kits, and the ketch 
immediately set sail. 

The “professor” stood near the 
bow with a folio of centuries-old 
charts, calculating the best place 
to look for archaeological treas- 
ures, then got Crichton to anchor 
at one of the seeded sites. 

In went the divers, Up came 
the first with a whoop, proudly 
waving a piece of cooking pot 
which the professor studied min- 
utely before ascribing a name 
and date to it. And so it went on. 

“What happens if these things 
are examined by experts when 
‘they’re taken back to Germany?” 
Crichton asked. 

“Nothing happens because they 
don’t get back to Germany,” the 
professor explained. “Ancient rel- 
ics can’t be. taken out of Spain. 
We just gather them all together 
and present them to the curator 
oi the local museum. As he is a 
special friend of mine he gives 
each of the boys a nice letter of 
appreciation.” 

That is one of the strange and 
hilarious incidents recounted by 
Crichton in his recently publish- 
ed book: “Salt Water Vagabond.”

Poison Deaths 


So many chilcren are being ac- 
cidentally poisoned in their own 
homes that an cmergency, round- 
the-clock “poison service’. may 
be set up in Britain shortly. 

The alarming increase in child- 
poisoning is due to the fact that 
hundreds of new preparations 
are being used today — cleaning 
fluids, detergents and. “‘do-it- 
yourseif’ materials. 

In addition, many kinds of tab- 
lets are left lying around which 
children are tempted to pick up 
and swallow. , 

Under the proposed service a 
trightened mother could dial POI 
for advice if her child swallowed 
something which might be dan- 
gerous. 

' France already has such a ser- 
vice. Not a day passes without 
res of emergency calls coming 
from ail parts of Europe for 

Ip in identifying obscure poi- 
gons or for antidotes, if they 
exist. ; 

So far the poison specialists at 

French Medical Centre on 
Rue de Faubourg in Paris 
ve not been caught cut, despite 
fact that sometimes up to a 
undred calls are received daily.

Should: Piane Seats 


Face Backwards ? 


A fairly substantial intramural 
fight developing in the aircraft 
industry is the value of back- 
ward-facing seats in planes. 
There is some evidence to sup- 
port the theory that placing the 


seats opposite to the direction of ° 


flight could save lives. In the 


- Boston plane crash that killed 


62 people, about 20 of the vic- 
tims died from head injuries 
caused by impact with the food 
trays which are stored in zip- 
pered pockets in front of the 
passengers. At the point of im- 
pact, these victims hit the plastic 
trays hard with their foreheads. 
Many of them had legs broken 
by crashing against the seat in 
front. The evidence accumulated 
after the crash suggests that the 
majority of these injuries might 
not have occurred if the passen- 
gers had been facing the rear. 
The assumption is that the 
weight of the body would have 
been much more easily absorbed 
by the back of the seat. 

The argument over whether 
this is or isn’t an urgent job 
that needs to be done now cen- 
tres around the airlines. Some 
military transport commands are 
reported adopting the practice, 
but the airlines may be shying 
away. Their argument is: It 
would not be popular with our 
passengers. 


Mormons Stage 
Great Spectacle 


A legendary city was demol- 
ished. A young boy was offered 
in sacrifice. The prophet Abinadi 
was burned at the stake. Kings 
and crowds, pagan dancers and 
fierce warriors, priests and pro- 
phets — hundreds of costumed 
Mormons — swarmed over the 
green side of Hill Cumorah, 23 
miles east of Rochester, N.Y., 
recently. It was the nineteenth 
annual renewal of the pageant 
celebrating the Book of Mormon

How People Speak 
In Old Kentucky 


The peopie of the Cumberlands 
are largely of English and Scotch- 
Irish blood. Woodrow Wilson stat- 
ed that in these mountains could 
be found the original stuff of 
which America was made. Cecil 
J. Sharp, the British folk-song 
authority, writes that, although 
many of these people are unedu- 
cated, they “possess that elemen- 
tal wisdom, abundant knowledge 
and intuitive understanding 
which only those who live in.con- 
stant touch with nature, and face 
to face with reality, seem to be 
able to acquire.” 

Their speech is flavored with 
many of the words which Shakes- 
peare used, and with those found 
in the King James translation of 
the Bible. Some of these expres- 
sions may also be heard in “hill- 
billy” spots of western Kentucky, 
where the earliest settlers had 
the same Anglo-Saxon heritage 
and were isolated on the far rug- 
ged side of the Green, the Cum- 
berland, and the Tennessee, or 
near the Obey River. 

Here certain of the older folk 


They say something is “right 
smart” this or that. They greet 
you with an invitation to come in 
and “set a spell” or “take the 
night.” They are feeling “peart” 
or “right tol’able,” or “fair to 
middlin’,” unless they have the 
“misables.” They are “afeared” 
or “beholden,” as the case may 
be. They “fetch-an-carry,” and 
they “holp” one another. Salad 
is “sallet,” just as it was in olden 
times, and a bag is a “poke.” 
“Clumb” is the past tense of 
climb and “et” is used for ate, as 
it often is in England and Can- 
ada. 

There is a certain charm about 
these archaic expressions, a nos- 
talgic and atavistic race memory, 
perhaps, which unites us with our 
forebears and makes us feel a 
closer kinship to them, as well as 
to these, our neighbors who are 
proud to be addressed, when 
aged, with the ancient courtesy 
title of “Aunt’\.and “Uncle” — a 
title of accorded dignity and re- 
spect due their gray heads and 
mature philosophy. —From “Old

When the Professional ‘Golfers 


Association championship began 
in Chicago last month, the pros 
were talking about the man who 
wasn’t there: Jack Cupit, a 23- 
year-old Texan with brown hair, 
green eyes, and a golden touch. 
“Jacky hits a long ball,” said 


George Bayer, the pro tour's, 


longest hitter. “i'd say he's the 
best player in the country under 
95.” 

“Jacky’s a teal good putter,” 
added Bill Casper, who, - when 
his game is on, is the pro tour’s 
best putter. 

“He's remarkable,” suggested 
Gary Player, the most remark- 
able golfer of 1961. “If he has 
the desire, he can develop into 
one of the) great champions.” 

Jacky Cupit, 5-foot-9 and 165 
pounds, has an abuandance of 


desire. “My ambition?” he drawl- 


ed, as he rested in Houston. (He 
wasn’t eligible for the PGA, not 
having been a pro for the neces- 
sary five years.) “I just want to 
become the best golfer in the 
world.” 

Only two months ago, Cupit 
was one of the most obscure 
championship golfers in the 
world. Even though he won 39 
amateur tournamerits and made 
the college All-American team 
at the University of Houston, 
few people outside golf's cognos- 
centi knew his name. Then, in 
the U.S. Open, Cupit put his 
name in headlines. After two 
rounds of 72, he fired a sizzling 
67 and moved into second place. 
He slipped to a 76 in the final 
round and wound up in a tie for 
ninth place. ‘ 

Since the Open, Cupit, one of 
five golfing brothers, has been 
the hottest golfer on the tour. In 
six tournaments, he has won 
nearly $9,000. At his peak in the 
Canadian Open, with brilliant 
rounds of 66-69-64-71, he won 
his first major professional 
championship. Tied for second: 
Buster Cupit, 34. 

“l hope I can keep up the 
pace,” Jacky said. “Some young 
golfers get overconfident when 
they do well the first few 
months.” He smiled easily. “I 
don't expect that to happen to 
me,” he said. “I’ve worked too 
hard to get here.”

He was a bare eight days off 
the boat when he learned that, 
for $75 slipped surreptitiously to 
a licensing clerk, he could get a 
taxi permit. 

A massive shake-up of the test- 
ing system followed, including 
the introduction of oral tests in 
both French and English.

Clean-Up On The 
Mexican Border 


The whisky distiller who made 
a national reputation as head of 
Pemex, Mexico's nationalized oil 
industry, was hard at work 
again. His new assignment: A 
cleanup of the whole 1,600-mile 
U.S.-Mexican border from the 
Pacific to the Gulf of Mexico. 
By the time he got through, 
Antonio Bermudez — promised, 
half a hundred sin-ridden 
hofiky-tonk border towns that 
line the Mexican frontier would 
be transformed into “The Long- 
est Show Window in the world.” 


Onetime mayor of Juarez, 
“Tony” Bermudez was named 
director of Mexico’s Federal 


Program last winter. His pro- 
gram is a costly one, but Ber- 
mudez expects it eventually to 
pay for itself. As a starter last 
month, bulldozers started 
moving earth in the 550-acre 
river bottom land in the center 
of Tijuana in Baja California 
Norte, just south of San Diego. 
A $15 million flood control and 
reclamation project will be top- 
ped by landscaped boulevards, 
new parks, and new administra- 
tion buildings. In the process, 
the rest of the city, which has 
long been notorious for its tour- 
ist clip joints, prostitutes, and 
marijuana peddlers, will be 
cleaned up, or cleaned out. 


Nogales, across the border from 
Douglas, Ariz., is scheduled for 
the next major effort, but there 
will be other projects going on 
simultaneously in all border 
areas. One town, Reinosa, near 
Brownsville, Texas, is consider- 
ed so hopeless that a new bridge 
will be built so tourists can by- 
pass it. 
The improvements will affect 
8 million Mexicians living along 
the border and 16 million U.S. 
citizens living just north of it. 
t year these same U.S. citi- 
zena spent $520 million along the 
border — compared with $150 
million spent by U.S. tourists in 
all the rest of Mexico. 

Hopeful of attracting more re- 
spectable U.S. dollars across the 
porder, Bermudez has called for 
new comfort facilities, new pub- 
lic services, and new hotels, mo- 
tels, and shopping centers for 
visitors.

I am chairman of the Ju- 
venile Delinquency Subcommit- 
tee which has been investigating 
just why there is such an em- 
phasis on the “bad” in life. 


We talked to a variety of peo- 
ple who in one capacity or an- 
other put these horror shows on 
the air. We found that they take 
a curious position, There is no 
force so powerful in all of mass 
communications, they say. It 
controls, indeed almost manipu- 
lates, public opinion. It is a great 
teacher. They properly take cre- 
dit for all the. good that is de- 
rived from TV — and it does a 
great deal of good. But by some 
curious turn of mind, they argue 
the violence it portrays leaves 
no impression on the mind of 
the viewer.

Hunters Asked To 
Spare Wild Ducks 


Resources Minister Walter 
Dinsdale has appealed by open 
letter to. fish and game club 
members in the three Prairie 
Provinces and western Ontario 
to help his Department inform 
duck hunters that canvasback 
and redhead ducks, which are in, 
short supply, should not be shot 
this year. 

He said that severe drought 
conditions on the Prairies, where 
70 per cent of the wild ducks in 
North America nest and raise 
their young, have seriously af- 
fected waterfowl production in 
general and the already low can- 
vasback and redhead populations 
in particular. 

“If breeding stock is to be 
maintained to provide for rea- 
sonable come-back when habitat 
conditions improve, we must 
make even greater efforts this 
year to reduce the kill of these 
two species.” He did mention, 
however, that “hunters will be 
allowed one canvasback or red- 
head duck as a mistake bird. 
This provision has been made 
so that if one of these ducks is 
shot by accident, it will riot be 
discarded by the hunter to avoid 
penalty, and so be wasted. 

“To help hunters learn to re- 
cognize canvasbacks and red- 
heads, the Canadian Wildlife 
Service will be distributing iden- 
tification pamphlets on these 
two species, through your pro- 
vincial game departments, to li- 
cence vendors in western On- 
tario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, Pamphlets will also 
be supplied to R.C.M. Police De- 
tachments, Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany posts, Indian Affairs of- 
fices, and post offices. In all, a 
quarter million of these pamph- 
lets will be distributed. In ad- 
dition, television spot announce- 
ments will remind hunters to 
pick up pamphlets when they 
buy their licences.” 

Mr. Dinsdale asked for “the 
club’s co-operation in making 
the facts sufficiently well known 
that hunters going into the field 
this year will be able to recog~- 
nize male or female canvasback 
and redhead ducks and know 
why they shouldn’t be shot. This 
is one of the important contribu- 
tions organized hunters can 
make this year.” 

“In recognition of the special 
rolé that members of fish and 
game clubs can play in educa- 
tion and public information on 
conservation matters, my De- 
partment will be sending copies 
of all press releases on this sub- 
ject to clubs in the areas I have 
mentioned.” 

The letter ended, “As large & 
breeding population as possible 
should be available next year. 
Whether naturalist or hunter, 
you will be the beneficiary.” 
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Try to make other happy, even 


if it means leaving them alone.

The trailer trucks full of iow- 
eost foods are roving poor neigh- 
borhoods of the city in a catn- 
paign to stabilize basic food 
prices and improve diets for low- 
income families. They deliver 
150 tons of food every day to 
326 locations in 200 workingman 
sectors. They reach more than 
2,000,000 of the 5,000,000 resi- 

of the modern capital, 
many living in crowded settle- 
ments.or adobe dwellings on the 


shabby \fringes where the pave-— 
ment stops, water is carried in. 


buckets, and meals are cooked 
over charcoal braziers. 


President Lopez Mateos order- 
ed low-cost foods for the poor 
when he took office 2% years 
ago. He placed the job in the 
hands of -the federal food pur- 
chasing and distributing agency 
which had begun selling beans 
and tortillas at cost during the 
previous administration. 

Broadening the diet, the 
agency set up a processing and 
packing ‘plant and readied 56 
streamlined trailers to d’stribute 
the foods. 

“The first few days out we 
didn’t get beyond the first stop 
before we were cleaned out,” 
says one of the gray-uniformed 
drivers. “People stocked up. with 
everything they . could carry. 
They figured such a good thing 
‘couldn’t last. But we were back 
the next day at the sarae time 
with the same goods and the 
same prices. Now they’re buying 
less and gaining confidence.”. 

Queues are waiting at every 
stop as the red trailers, pulled 
-by diesel units, arrive in the 
neighborhoods. 

Pulling up to the curb. the 
two-man crew of each truck un- 
fold mechanical stairs to the 
trailer, turn on air conditioning, 
indirect lighting, taped music, 
and take their places — one in- 
aide. to help the customers lo- 
eate what they want to buy and 
the other at the cash register. 

The trailers are lined with 
self-service shelves containing 
everything from detergents to 
canned hams, soups, potatoes, 
flour, sugar, salt, dried fish, can- 
dies, and milk stored in cartons 
in refrigeration units. There is 
no limit to what one housewife 
may buy. If any food runs out 
the operator radios the central 
plant and a “feeder” truck is 
gent out. 

The one peso foods are only 
one-half or one-third the retail 
prices in most grocery stores be- 
eause the distributing agency 
buys up entire crops from far- 
mers and eliminates the middle- 
man¢ Families which before ate 
Only tortillas and beans now 
are able to buy meat and milk. 
Children are getting balanced 
meals. It is expected that the 
low-priced packages will drive 
down retail prices sustaining a 
lasting fight against inflation 

The agen¢y is readying eight 
more trucks to sell clothing and 
shoes and toilet articles. 

“We feel we have a mission 
in this program,” said an agency 
spokesman. “We are introducing 
new and healthy foods to the 
poor with an honest value for 
their money.”

Greatest Waterfall 
Almost Unknown 


From Upington we continue to 
th West through a countryside 
more and more desolate, rocky 
and scorched. The fences along- 
side the roadside disappear. It 
is a wonderful feeling to spin 
along these open stretches free 
of all signs of human cultivation, 
At last once more there is an 
open horizon on all sides. How 
well I understand the old no- 
mads who felt that the plains 
were too crowded if they could 
glimpse the fires from another 
camp. We make a short detour 
to the south and about thirty 
kilometers west of Upington the 
road dwindles into a couple of 
tracks in the sand, Out here in 
this corner, where Cape Province 
bordérs on South-West Africa in 
a wild and rocky lanscape, lies 
one of Africa’s natural wonders 
almost unobserved, This is 
Aughrabies, the highest and most 
spectacular waterfall in all 
Africa. 

Suddenly the wheel trachs 
stop at the edge of a whirling 
stream. We catch sight of a hut 
nearby and there find a mulatto 
shepherd, minding some goats 
and a few cows, who promises 
to take us to the waterfall the 
next morning. It is still so far 
away that we can neither see 
nor hear it, and it is impossible 
to go further by car. So we camp 
by the stream, one of the Orange 
River's many tributaries. 


It is only when ight has fallen 
into deep silence that we become 
vaguely aware of hollow thun- 
der far away. Aughrabies comes 
from the Hottentit. word Aukoe- 
rebis which means “the place of 
the noise,” and when next morn- 
ing we wade across the stream 
after our guide, we can hear that 
we are drawing near to the place 
where the noise is coming from. 

From the south side of the 
river one cannot get close enough 
to see the great height of the 
falls, -so we have chosen the 
northern side. But from here we 
now have to wade two kilometers 
through strong currents and 
climb rocks to reach the water- 
fall. The noise grows stronger, 
and at last there appears before 
our eyes an impressive and 


magnificent view of the giant 
waterfal) 
The enormous masses of water

The Aughrabies was discovered 
in 1824 by a Cape Town mer- 
chant, George Thomsen, who was 
on a holiday. It was thus found 
long before the Victoria Falls. 
But in this wild and desert region 
it is so hidden that only a few 
people have seen it. Indeed, this 
natural wonder is so little known 
that ninety per cent of South 
Africa’s inhabitants still think 
that Africa’s greatest Falls are 
the Victorias. But Aughrabies, 
“the place of the noise,” is in- 
deed the highest and it is also 
the third largest in the world.—

The boy would lead the horse 


past the woodshed, past the kit- 


chen door, past the petunia bed, 
almost out to the mailbox. The 
rope would squeak in the wood- 
en pulleys, the barn roof-timbers 
would creak under the weight, 
and the horse would dig in and 
pull with mighty | effect. The 
track-fork would rumble along 
the steel in the peak of the barn, 
and at the right moment the 
man would jerk the line and re- 
lease the load. The horse, feel- 
ing the load gone, would natur- 
ally stop all by himself, the boy 
woud slip the hook off the clevis, 
and the man on the load would 
make ready for the next hoist. 
If you had a shower coming up 
this was done with considerable 
speed, and a boy felt mighty im- 
portant as he trotted his horse 
back for the next load.

If they aren’t 
big enough to lift a bale they 
can't fit in. And there is no hay-

Livestock provides about 42 
per cent of the agricultural in- 
come of the Prairie provinces of 
Canada.

Earlier this summer, as the 


rainless days stretched endless- 
ly, there was some panic selling 
of cattle. For a while this threat- 
ened to depress the prices which 
ranchers and farmers get for 
their beef animals. 


After the first rush, however, 
the urgency faded. This, coupled 
with emergency steps taken by 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments to head off any depletion 
in livestock herds or at least to 
assure better prices for those 
who have to sell, firmed up the 
market. 

As the ranchers and farmers 
looked around, they discovered 


. that feed might be more readily 


available than they had expect- 
ed. And some rains, though pri- 
marily local in nature, came 
along at just the right time in 
just the right places on occasion 
to save the grass and strengthen 
the feed situation enough by 
helping revive to some extent 
grain crops which had declined 
almost to a point where it would 
not be feasible to cut them even 
for feed. 
a « ° 

The federal government step- 
ped in with relief measures 
which in some cases make it 
more profitable to cut stunted 
wheat stands to use as feed for 
cattle. Other measures have 
combined also to give the ranch- 
ers and. farmers more confidence 
in the stability of the Canadian 
economy and forestall further 
selling off of herds in a panic. 

Some government officials note 
that the ranehing_area has been 
moving into a period of moisture 
deficiency for alnmvost five years 
During this period the cattle in 
dustry has been getting Gif set 
against the seriousness of the 
current dry spell which is begin 
ning to take serious blows at 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan,

To meet 
the increasing pressures from 
farmers and ranchers whose own 
pastures are not able to carry 
their normal cattle population, 
the PFRA has announced plans 
to double the size of herds al- 
lowed on the community pas- 
tures. 

This restoration of confidence 
has an effect on the Canadian 
economy which reaches far be- 
yond the livestock industry,

In addition to being a princi- 
pal part of the agricultural eco- 
nomy in the prairies, livestock 
also makes up the basis of large 
investments in packing plants, 
milk-condensing plants, and 
other food-processing activities.

Walter’s best invention is an 
electronic device which cuts the 
cost of long-distance telephone 
bills to nothing. It is such a good 
gimmick that he went to jail 
because of it. 

His invention, contained in a 
box six inches square, attaches 
to wires leading from a tele- 
phone. Any direct-dial call made 
to that phone costs nothing be- 
cause a signal issued from the 
device interferes with the tele- 
phone system’s timing apparatus.
